TWO AGED SENATORS IN A RAGE. 


Stewart of Nevada Charge! Re»(*n of 


Tezaa with Falaehood and the iJitter 
Attempt* to Vae Hit Flata— The Day'* 
Proceedings In tbe National Legiala- 
tnre—The Urgent Deficiency Appro- 
priation Bill Paaaed—Capital Culllnga. 
WASHISOTOS CITT, June 12.—The mar- 


ble room of the senate was almost the 
scene of a battle royal Wednesday between 
Senator Reagan, of Texas, and Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada. Stewart is about 70 
years old, with hair and beard white as 
snow. Keagan, the ex-postmaster general 
of the Confederacy, is 75 years old, and 
weighs about 250 pounds. Mr. Reagan 
was chatting with some friends when 
Stewart came along. The Nevada senator 
had just met with a decided defeat in the 
fight he has made on Maj. Powell, the 
chief of the geological survey, and conse- 
quently feels very tender. 
Reagan, on 


tha contrary, has been a stanch champion 
of Powell. AH Stewart passed Reagan the 
latter began chaffing him about his de- 
feat. Mr. Stewart took one or two sam- 
ple* of Texas badinage, then wearied of it, 
and angrily charged Reagan with being a 
mere tool and puppet of PowelL 


Reagan Let Out Hla Bight. 


- Reagan's wrath arose, and he retorted 
In good kind. Words ran high, until at 
last Stewart, beside himself with anger, 
charged Reagan with falsehood. Despite 
his 75 years and 250 pounds, the ancient 
Texan jumped for the venerable Nevadan, 
and for a moment It looked as though the 
two antiques would indulge in an old- 
fashioned fist-fight of the date of 1800. 
Reagan's arm shot out for Stewart's eye, 
but his arm was short, and he missed 
Stewart by a foot. Before Stewart could 
retaliate, the horrified by-standera Inter- 
fered, and the old gentlemen were care- 
fully led to sofas at the opposite ends of 
the room and calmed down. Later in the 
afternoon Mr. Stewart called upon Mr. 
Reagan and apologized for his remarks, 
but Mr. Reagan haughtily declined to 
speak to him. A few hours later Senator 
Hearst managed to make them shake 
hands.

WASHINGTON CITT, June 12.—In

senate Thursday Platt gave notice that *m-

After some debate 
the report went over and was ordered 
printed, with the bill as agreed to by the 
conference committee.

to which he was appointed Wednesday. 
The resignation was accepted and Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee, was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. The conference report on 
the anti-trust bill was rejected. Stewart 
of Vermont moved a further conference 
with instructions to the house conferrees 
to recede from the house amendment.

WASHINGTON CITY, June 12.-The reso- 


lution recently introduced in thehonse 
by Lodge of Massachusetts, asking for in- 
formation concerning the case of the seven 
imported Belgian glass-blowers who were 
sent back from New York, was ordered to 
be favorably reported by the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. The resolution 
called on the secretary of the treasury for 
information as to whether the glass-blow- 
ers when returning to Europe hod been 
put off the Umbria just outside Sandy 
Hook in violation of the contract labor 
law and whether any steps had been taken 
to bring tlie officers of the Cunard sceam- 
shio company to justice.

Young Blaine, 
who has been living at home since he left 
his wife a, year ago, was recommended to 
the club for membership the other day by 
two of his friends and in the regular order 
bis application came before the board of 
governors, which has upon it some of the 
most prominent citizens of Washington.

A Young Engllahwoman En Route To Be 


Harried Dying of Consumption. 


PHILADELPHIA,June 18. —When the west- 


bound train on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railway rolled into the station at Twenty- 
fourth and Chestnut streets at 4:30 o'clock 
in the morning from New York, a por- 
ter on one of the sleepers dashed hurried- 
ly out of the station to an adjacent drog

young woman whose life was slowly ebb- 
ing away in one of the cars. 


The Poor Girl's End Very Near. 


While the porter was off on his errand, 


Dr. Elliott, of New York, who had been 
caring for the woman all the way from 
New York, came out on the platform and 
puffed nervously at a cigar. Speaking of 
his patient the doctor said: "I found that 
th« young woman had just had a violent 
hemorrhage of the lungs. I applied local 
treatment, and gave her a quieting pow- 
der, but I saw that she was beyond medi- 
cal aid, and that her end was near. She 
told me that bar name was Alice Qoodall, 
and that she had arrived from England 
Monday afternoon. 


Going to Meet Her Betrothed. 


"She said she was on her way to Chicago 


to meet a young countryman to whom she 
had been engaged some time, and to whom 
she expected to be married on her arrival 
in that city. I have telegraphed to the 
young man In Chicago to come on at once 
and meet us in Washington, where, if she 
is still alive, I will have her removed to 
the hospital. But I do not think she will 
survive that length of time." 


Plenro-Pneumonla In New Tork. 


NEW YORK, June 12.—Owing to the ex- 


ertions of W. Judson Smith, government 
agent for the eastern states and Dr. A. K. 
Robertson, chief veterinary inspector for 
New York state pleuro-pneumonla among 
cattle is now confined to the counties of 
Kings and Queens. Acting on orders re- 
ceived from Secretary Rusk the above offi- 
cers with other employes of the bureau 
ran In and slaughtered 124 cattle found 
pastured on the commons in defiance of a 
recently issued order.

dairywomen assailed the officers, with 
paving stones, brickbats and other mis- 
siles while they were driving the cattle 
away to be killed. The cattle condemned 
by the veterinary Inspectors are appraised 
and paid for by the government.

miles below here. Mrs. Hugh Dooley, 
wife of a miner living on acabin boat, had 
occasion to go into the city on business, 
and on returning started to cross a rail- 
way track just as an engine was passing, 
and she was caught and instantly kilted.

building, where the offices of Wallace's 
Monthly are, and Lowietz asked him to 
cash a $50 check for him. Wallace cashed 
the check, which was on the Woon socket 
Silk Mill company, and was sigqpd by R. 
W. Watts. Wallace sent th» check to 
the bank, and before he had time to hear 
from there Ix>wietz asked him to cash a 
similar check for 1200. Wallace accom- 
modated him. The next day the first 
check came back to Wallace marked 
worthless. Wallace say* that when he 
asked Lowietz to make good the checks 
Lowietz said he had a lot of diamonds in 
a pawn shop, and that if Wallace would 
advance the mouey to redeem the stones 
he would sell them and more than repay 
Wallace. The latter says that he gave 
Lowietz a check for $1,100. Lowietz re- 
deemed the diamonds and sold a few of 
them, but did not repay him any part of 
the $250 he had advanced him on the 
bogus chucks.

Then Lowietz said to him: "You are in 


a box, my boy, but I'm going in the book- 
making business and will soon be able to 
repay you." Wallace says that Lowietz 
had no luck, but told him of a "sure thing" 
on which he wanted to bet $250. Wallace 
told him that he could give him no more 
checks, as the money had run out. Than 
Lowietz, Wallace says, showed him how 
he could swindle his uncle out of 12,500 
without being found out. He told Wal- 
lace to show his uncle two checks, one for 
$2 and the other for $5, and when he had 
signed the 82 check to slip along one for 
$2,500 and he would sign it without read- 
ing it. The ruse worked, and Wallace 
cashed the check and gave $3,500 to Lo- 
weitz to invest in the races. Lowietz re- 
ported in a few days that he had lost the 
money, and Wallace says he then told 
Lowietz he had ruined him. Loweitz con- 
soled him by telling him that the best 
thing they could do was to make another 
bold strike and runaway. 


Bobbed the Safe Bepoalt Box. 


"You 
have the keys of the safe deposit 


box where your uncle keeps hia bonds," 
Lowietz said. "Hob the box and we will 
leave this town behind us." 


Wallace, according to his own story, 


thought over the proposition for several 
days. He saw no way out of the trouble 
he had brought upon himself and con- 
cluded to take the final step. Lowietz ac- 
companied him to the Bankers' and Mer- 
chants' safe deposit vault, but remained 
in the street. Wallace took $35,000 in 
bonds out of the box. They found a 
broker who hypothecated eight $1,000 
bonds with Vermilyea & Co., and $4,000 of 
Jersey Central bonds and $4,000 of Bur-

Arraigned In Court. 


Wallace and Lowietz were arraigned

eral sessions, before Judge Marline to 
plead to the indictments. Lowiets through 
his counsel pleaded not guilty. No one 
appeared for Wallace, and in a voice 
scarcely audible he pleaded guilty to both 
indictments. 
Both prisoners were re- 


manded back to jail. On being taken 
back to prison Wallace hod an interview 
with his counsel, ex-Judge Gildersleeve, 
which resulted in his re-arraignment. 
Wallace then said that he pleaded guilty 
while laboring under excitement and did 
not know what he was doing. His former 
plea was then withdrawn and one of not 
guilty entered.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.. June 12.—Just 


before the Sault Ste. Marie boom Thomas 
Ryan contracted to sell the government

Houses were 
unroofed, chimneys blown down and out- 
houses demolished. Mr. Joseph Cook and 
his wife and , child were in their house 
when the storm came up. The house be- 
gan to rock, and Cook called to his wife to 
save herself and child. She ran out with 
the child in her arms, and had barely 
reached the open air when the house col- 
lapsed. Cook was not seen to come out, 
and It is believed he was buried in the 
ruins. A number of costly buildings were 
ruined. 


Severe Storm In Connecticut.

severe. The house of S. H. Grannissa on 
Bristol avenue was struck and Mrs. 
Grannissa rendered unconscious for hours 
The L on S. P. North's house on Centre 
street waa shattered, but no one injured.

AN INSANE HUSBAND'S FREAK. 


He Locks His Wife Up to Fatten for 


Slaughter. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 12.—Eight weeks

ing to make its plans with reference fa 
those-of tie other committee. 


Every American wfll bd glad to learn 


fliat the two committees have at las 
worked out plans that will lay the Eiffel 
tower in the shade. The chief of thes 
committees reached the conclusion thai 
it woAdj>e much more striking to th 
world and much more In keeping wit 
tha greatness of America to let our strucl 
ore 'take some other form than that of 
tower. A tower is at best in one plac 
only, and it can be seen from a very Urn 
ited distance. In order to obviate th; 
difficulty and to give aH our people an 
the whole world besides an opportunity 
to see onr high structure most conven 
iently, it was decided to build a grea 
wall along the sea coast and along onr 
Canadian and Mexican border*. 


At the seaports a kind of trap door 


like a flood gate, is to be built in the wal 
which will be BO constructed as to le 
all ships pass through which are goin 
outward with our grain and other prot 
acts; but these doors are so cunning! 
devised that ships attempting to come in 
with the goods of other countries ar 
turned aside and dashed in pieces agains 
the wall. 


This wall is to be much higher than 


the Eiffel tower, and it will, doubtless 
become the wonder of future ages. 1 
will not oniy be remarkable for its grea 
height and solidity of construction, bu 
also for its remarkable effects upon th 
wealth of the peopla. 


As the trap doors at tils seaports can 


only open outward, our ships can gc 
freely to foreign lands with our goods— 
and that will make us rich. Moreover 
as the ships of other lands cannot com 
in through these gates at all, we shall 
escape the calamity of cheap, paune 
made foreign wares, and, therefore, 
shall grow still richer. 


Now the other committee has devisei 


a p&n of equal wisdom. It has observec 
that we have few ships upon the seas 
and that when swift? winged maidens 
encircle the globe they return very sor 
sowful of spirits because'they do not see 
the stars and atripea at all on distan 
waters. The committee has therefon 
determined in its wisdom thtft this dis- 
grace shall no longer sadden the heart 
of sWift winged maidens; and it now 
proposes to take vast sums of money 
from the treasure houses at Washington 
and pay men to build great ships anc 
go forth npon the seas to plant th 
American flag—this being very easy, as 
the trap doors in the McKinley wall, fo 
so it is called by some of wicked mind— 
willpermit the ships to pasi through am 
beifthe flag forth upon the vast and bil 
lowy deep. 


And thus it appears that the labor o 


onr two committees will produce the de- 
sired result. We shall have the highes 
wall in the world and our empty ships 
shall float their flags more proudly than 
all the heavily freighted vessels of less 
.fortunate nations.
